ELECTION/RESTRICTIONS 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of group I, claims 1-6 in the reply filed on November 
10*, 2010 is acknowledged. The traversal is not explained. This is not found persuasive because 
no reasons are given for the traversal. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. After further review of the claimed invention and the embodiments as originally 
presented, it is determined that a further election of species is required, given that various 
embodiments are presented, as indicated below. Specifically, since claims 1-6 were previously 
elected, the elected species should read on at least one of claims 1-6. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 
Species A: Fig. 1-9 
Species B:Fig.lO-13 
Species C: Fig. 14- 17 
Species D: Fig. 18-22 
Species E: Fig.23-24 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
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argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election.
